Senator 


Crane. Senator Root and Representa- 
tive Dwight of New York. Republican 
"whip" of the house. These are the 
men with whom the president has 
consulted most freely on the subject 
of the tariff, and it was felt that if 
some satisfactory working arrange- 
ment could not be made as a result 
of the conference and counsel of 
those who composed the dinner par- 
ty, the hope of an early solution of 
the tariff tangle would be remote in- 
deed.

The dinner was served on the 


•western terrace, or roof^ of the low- 
lying structure which connects the 
"White 'House proper with the execu- 
tive offices- 
--_ Briefly stated, the representatives 
of the house and senate practically 
argued that they were unable to fore- 
cast the outcome. Senator Aldrich 
spoke for the senate and Speaker 
Cannon and Representative Dwight, 
the Republican whip, for the house.

Gaiveston, 'Vnz.. July 22.— So far 


as is known, ten dead is the total 
number of lives lost in the hurricane 
which swept over the Gulf of Mexico 
and struck Galveslon. While the city 
of Galveston was held safe against 
the fury of the storm by the govern- 
ment's $2,000,000 sea wall, far out in 
the gulf, on Tarpon island, seven, 
miles from the city, where the storm 
whipped over the jetty into the bay, 
10 persons were washed from the 
rocky promontories into the gulf. 


Those drowned were members of a 


fishing party and employes of the 
Tarpon pier, marooned in a jetty. 
Boats were sent to their assistance. 
and it was learned that the house in 
which they had sought refuge had 
been washed away. While it is im- 
possible to get an accurate list of the 
dead owing io the fact that the reg- 
ister has always been kept at the 
pier, the best information obtainable 
is as follows: Captain Bettison and 
•wife; Edward Lewis; C. H. Dailey, 
circulation manager Galveston Trib- 
une, formerly of Chicago, and four 
negroes. The others are unknown-

A hurricane for east Texas was 


forecasted at the district weather bu- 
reau in New Orleans, and warnings 
sent out. When the wind and rain 
in all their intensity arrived several 
hours later, they found Galveston. 
prepared. The inhabitants of the 
few scattered houses in the low sec- 
tion of the island bad already sought 
safety, and the vessels, which had 
cleared and prepared to sail, were 
riding at anchor in the bay. 


The fury of the storm was soon 


abated, and the anxiety of those who 
entertained fears of another tidal 
wave was thus early relieved. So 
short was the duration of the storm 
here that the Mallory line steamer 
whch was booked to sail for New 
York left on schedule time. 


A heavy dredge, torn from her 


moorings, had been blown against 
the single bridge which connects Gal- 
v=ston with the mainland, however, 
and the telegraph cables had been 
parted. As a result all manner of 
rumors were soon rife throughout the 
country to the effect that Galveston 
had again suffered such a storm as 
that which practically destroyed the 
city nine years ago. As soon as com- 
munication could be re-established 
these rumors were denied and thei 
true story was told-
